GOVERNMENT INTERFERES AGAIN! 


PRIVATE PLANS 


The introduction of bills by Rep. Carl D. Perkins 
(D-Ky.) and Sen. Ralph W. Yarborough, (D-Tex.) 
embracing the Administration’s recommendations 
for amendments to the Welfare and Pension Plans 
Disclosure Act, would create additional goyern- 
ment regulation in an area where such action is 
not needed, 

The legislators feel their bills would broaden the 
responsibilities of persons handling welfare and 
pension funds and would provide for civil action 
as a remedy for any breach of this responsibility. 


In addition, the bills seek to expand the investiga: | 


tory and enforcement powers of the Secretary of 
Labor and authorize the Secretary to bring legal 
action at his sole discretion. They recommend more 
detailed reporting and disclosure of invested hold- 
ings and the financial operation of pension plans. 

Any new legislation should recognize the impor- 
tant economic and social contributions which are 
being made by private welfare and pension pro- 
grams, The vast majority of these funds are well- 
administered and further restrictions on their op- 
eration might only succeed in making them less 
efficient and productive. 

It is important that private employee benefit 
plans be encouraged to grow and prosper within a 
favorable government climate. Too much goyern- 
ment regulation can curtail their tremendously sig- 
nificant contribution to both individual economic 
security and the economy of the nation as a whole. 

Let’s hope that private pensions will not become 
part of a public welfare system. The most satis- 
factory way to meet private pension goals is yolun- 
tary action by employers, employees, trustees and 
insurance carriers,

To Check Social Security , 


Harry N, Scott, social 
security district manager 
in Dothan, recently re- 
minded widows that they do 
not have to wait until age 
62 to receive benefits on 
the social security earn- 
ings of thelr deceased 
husbands, 

Since September 1965, it 
has been possible for 
widows’ benefits. to begin 
as early as age 60, If the 
monthly benefits do begin 
before age 62, they are on 
a reduced basis and con- 
tinue in the same amount, 
even after age 62, 

Mr. Scott stated that the 
amount of the monthly 
benefit is based on the 
amount the husband would 
have been eligible for at 
age 65, The widow’s bene- 
fit at age 60 is 71.5 per 
cent of that amount, If the 
widow does not begin her 
payment until she is 62, 
the rate is 82,5 per cent 
of the amount the husband 
would have recvived, 

He pointed out that each 
widow must decide for her- 
self whether she wishes to 
begin benefits before she 
is 62 years of age. She 
should keep in mind that 
receiving reduced widow’s 
benefits could cause a re- 
duction in the amount the 
widow might later qualify 
for on her own work record, 

Mr. Scott urges every- 
one who has a question 
about widow’s benefits, or 
any other phase of social 
security, to contact the 
nearest social security of~

U.S. Army Nurses and Doctors Picneer New Burn Treatment 


SAN ANTONIO, TEXAS (CFN)—The giant turbo-prop 
plane carrying Army recruits from California to Fort 
Bragg, N.C. crashed with a terrific explosion in Okla- 


homa, 
accompanied by two highly train- 
ed teams of doctors, Army nurses 
and corpsmen to the Surgical 
Research Unit of Brooke Army 
Medical Center in San Antonio, 
Texas. Nine ofthe ten burn wound 
patients recovered and while the 
tenth died later, he did not die 
from burn wound sepsis. 

One of the best ways for doctors 
and nurses to participate in origi- 
nal research and cross new medi- 
cal frontiers is service in the Med- 
ical and Nursing Corps of the 
United States Army. A case in 
point is work now being done by 
the Surgical Research Unit, 
Brooke Army Medical Center, 
San Antonio, Texas, in treatment 
of burn wounds. 

In three years ofclinical testing, 
the overall burn infection mor- 
tality rate has been reduced from 
35% two years ago to less than 
18% today. Mortality resulting 
from burns covering up to 40 
per cent of the body has been 
entirely eliminated. Mortality as 
a result of burns covering be- 


By the next day planes had rushed the victims 


tween 40 and 60 per cent of the 
body has been cut in half. 

The work at Brooke, the na- 
tion’s leading research and clin- 
ical center for treatment of burn 
wounds, is expected to have far 
wider implications than reducing 
military burn casualties. In fact, 
the Surgical Research Unit is al- 
ready sharing its knowledge and 
experience of burn wound treat- 
ment with civilian hospitals on a 
daily basis, by telephone. 

The highly encouraging results 
involve new use of an old drug. 
Since January, 1964, the Surgical 
Research Unit has been treating 
burn wound patients with topical 
application of sulfamylon, anan- 
tibacterial agent of the sulfa drug 
family in existence since the 
1930's but never before used to 
treat burn wounds. Use of the 
drug at Brooke is wide—and in 
creasing. In 1966 about 300 pa- 
tients were treated, 50 per cent 
of whom were combat veterans 
from all branches of the service 
in Viet Nam.

Brooke Army doctors have 
long had an interest in burn 
wounds. In fact, the now widely- 
used Brooe formula of fluid re- 
suscitation to reduce shock due 
to body fluid loss and fluid im- 
balance as the result of burns 
was first developed by Brooke 
doctors in the late 1940's, Later, 
after the Korean conflict, the Sur- 
gical Research Unit developed 
the exposure method of burn 
wound treatment, eliminating all 
bandaging of wounds and sub- 
Stituting homograft covering. 
(Temporarily covering wounds 
with skin grafts from donors un- 
til the patient develops healing 
connective tissue of his own.) 

While both developments were 
giant steps forward in the treat- 


ment of burn wound patients, 
mortality rates remained high. 
So, in 1955, doctors in the re- 


search section of the Surgical Re- 
search Unit at Brooke set out to 
find a way to reduce the mor 
tality rate of severely burned pa- 
tients, 

By 1961 it was known that 
more than three out of four mor- 
talities among burned patients 
resulted from a bacterial infection 
identified by the Unit's doctors 
as pseudomonas aeriginosa. In 
that year the doctors set out to 


learn whether pseudomonas en- 
tered the burn wound itself or de- 
veloped internally as a side-effect 
phenomenon of severe burncases. 

As a result of intensive team 
investigation, doctors determined 
early that the bacteria was indeed 
entering the body through the 
burned tissue itself. A fortunate 
discovery since it meant that hith- 
erto futile attempts to treat the 
infection internally with anti- 
biotics could be abandoned in 
favor of finding an external top- 
ical method of treatment—at the 
very spot where the infection was 
originating. 

The spirit of teamwork which 
exists at the Surgical Research 
Unit is displayed in the next step 
in the development ofsulfamylon. 
Lt. Col. Gilbert Raulston, Army 
Veterinarians’ Corps, officer as- 
signed to the unit, had long treat- 
ed horse and mule wounds witha 
30 per cent sulfanil amide and 70 
per centurea solution, He suggest- 
ed that researchers try a similar 
solution in experiments in pseudo- 
monas infection. 

It appeared that Gol. Raulston 
might be on the right track. Col. 
Moncrief and Col, Robert Lind- 
berg, who had closely supervised 
the investigation up to then, ex- 
perimented further with other

Hydrangeas 


You don’t have to be a 
magician to change the 
color of your hydrangeas. 
You just have to know how 
to treat your soil, 

Tom Casaday, Coffee 
County Extension chair- 
man, says hydrangeas 
usually produce blue when 
the soil is acid and pink 
when soil is basic. The 
actual mechanism which 
changes the color involves 
an aluminum compound, 
Says Casaday, 

For blue flowers apply 
about two-thirds cup of sul- 
fur around the plant and 
work it intothe soil surface 
in an area out to 18 inches 
from the trunk of the plant. 
Then apply alum to give the 
plant aluminum. Use one 
teaspoon per gallon of 
water in three applications 
at two-week intervals, 

To get pink flowers, 
add agricultural lime tothe 
soil, generally about three- 
fourths to one cup per plant 
is enough, 

Casaday gives this word 
of caution: Don’t add too 
much lime, It may cause 
poor plant growth, He also 
reminds growers that it 
may take a year for the 
color to change, 


sulfa drugs in a water soluble 
base, and inJanuary 1964, sulfa- 
mylon was used on burn patients 
for the first time. 

“The results,” says Col. Mon- 
crief, ‘were immediately impres- 
sive, and we knew we were on 
to something good.” 

Before the development ofsulfa- 
mylon, patients would appear to 
be recovering with successful 
homograft transplants only to 
succumb from pseudomonas in- 
fection entering into burned areas 
which had not yet been debrided 
of the eschar, The basic value of 
sulfamylon has been to keep out 
infection through the vulnerable 
burned "ports of entry” while 
various other burned areas ac- 
cept homograft and autograft 
transplants, and healing takes 
place, 

Army doctors point out that 
pseudomonas infection usually 
begins the third or fourth day 
after a patient is burned. If the 
burn victim can be treated with 
sulfamylon before then, his

The Air Force 
provides the jet hospital planes 
and the Army Surgical Research 
Unit maintains teams of Army 
doctors, nurses and corpsmen 
who stand ready around theclock 
to fly to the scene of burn cases 
and evacuate them to Brooke by 
air. 

“The rate of recovery compared 
to when I first came here four 
years ago,’’ says Major Mary 
G, Carstens, U.S. Army Nurse 
Corps, “is unbelievable. They 
used to arrive with terrible burns, 
and we knew there was little we 
could do but make them as com- 
fortable as possible, and watch 
them die. Today, we know when 
they come in there is a good 
chance of saving them. Burn 
wounds are terrible wounds, but

Army Nurses’ Role Crucial 


During a patient’s treatment, 
several months may pass, and the 
role of the eight Army nurses and 
12 civilian registered nurses is 
crucial, According to Arthur D. 
Mason, Jr., M.D., Department 
of the Army Civilian, Chief of the 
Research Division of the Surgical 
Research Unit, nurses on the burn 
ward work closely with doctors 
during the recovery period. 

"The nurses are closest to the 
patients,’’ Dr. Mason points out, 
‘There are no walls between doc- 
tors and nurses. This method of 
treatment is in its infancy, and 
the opinion of everyone is re- 
lied upon.”’ 

Not surprisingly, the high mor- 
ale of the staff seems to carry 
over to patients, There are no pri- 
vate rooms in the Surgical Re- 
search Unit. ‘Put the patient in 
a room alone and his problems 
are amplified,’’ Col. Moncrief 


says. “On the ward he will see 
and talk with other patients who 
are amkinga good recovery. This 
is a tremendous healing factor 
in itself."’ 

The Surgical Research Unit was 
established originally in 1943 at 


Halloran General Hospital on 
Staten Island, New York, with 
the task of investigating the use 
of antibiotics in the treatment of 
infection resulting from war 
wounds, The research unit was 
moved to the newly established 
Brooke Army Medical Center in 
1946, In 1949, the unit was giv- 
en the additional responsibility 
of investigating and evolving bet- 
ter methods for the care and treat- 
ment of severe burns. Today the 
burn center is the only such ac- 
tivity in the Armed Forces. 

The doctors in the Surgical Re- 
search Unit have an optimistic 
outlook. “I think it’s because there 
is such a close relationship be- 
tween the clinical and research 
work we are doing here,” Says 
Major Basil A. Pruitt, Jr., Chief 
of the Clinical Division of the 
Surgical Research Unit. ‘We are 
constantly perfecting our tech- 
niques in the lab and seeing them 
work out in actual practice, 


There’s nod place in the world 
where you can better see research 
put to practical use.” 


For the hundreds of burnea vic- 
tims who pass through Ward 
14-A of the Brooke General Hos- 
pital every year, the work of the 
Surgical Research Unit is a bles- 
sing.
